No  axiom  is  more  dangerous,  than  that  the  fpirit  of 
iar)  ouerht  to  be  confidered,  and  not  the  letter.

and  without  any  unudial  phrafe. 

The  code,  which  contains  ail  the  laws,'  fiioiild  be  fold  at 
as  fmall  a  price  as  the  catechlfin  ;  and  it  mud  be  ordained, 
that,  in  all  fehooh,  c  hildren  ihall  be  taught  to  read  alternate- 
Iv  out  of  the  church  hooks  and  the  laws. 

I'hcrc  is  a  dilfercnce  between  taking  into  ciiflody,  and 
nuitting  up  in  prifon.  To  lake  a  man  into  cudocly,  is  nothing 
more  than  to  guard  the  perfon  of  a  citizen  accufed  of  fonic 
dangerous  crime,  till  it  can  be  afeertained  w  hether  he  is  inno¬ 
cent  or  guilty.  Confinement,  in  this  cafe,  Oiould  be  gentle 
and  iJiort  :  The  affair  Ihould  be  finally  determined  foon,  or 
tlie  m  in  difeharged, 

“  Tlie  credilnliiy  of  a  wnincfs  is  al  ways  lefs  in  proportion 
as  ilic  crime  is  more  horrid,  and  the  c irciimffances  extraordi¬ 
nary.  This  rule  (lumld  always  be  applied  in  cafes  of  pretend¬ 
ed  witchcraft,  and  w.inton  cruelty. 

“  Univerfal  experience  demonllratcs,  that  the  fret]uent  ufe 
of  capital  piiniffmaent  nr\er  mended  the  morals  of  a  people, 
'riic  death  of  a  malefactor  does  not  fo  effet^lually  deter  from 
wickednefs,  as  the  example,  continually  rcmaujmg^  of  a  man 
who  is  deprived  of  liberty  for  this  end,  that  he  may  repair, 
by  a  Hie  of  iiWOiif\  the  injury  be  has  done  to  the  community, 
^ndden  and  violent  imprejfions  a5l  forcibly,  but  not  long  ;  a 
capital  p  iniihmeuf,  however  it  may  terrify,  is  foon  forgoiien. 

The  law  Ihould  never  attempt  to  inflict  infamy  for  atfiions 
which  mor.dills  hold  to  be  iiuliHcrcnt  ;  becaiife,  in  that  cafe, 
act i ms  which  moralills  deem  infamous,  will  teafe  to  be  fo.  If 
infamy  is  Uv)t  univerfiliy  the  iiia.k  of  guilt,  guilt  will  not  be 
inferred  fiord  infamv. 

Cheat  cave  Ihould  be  taken,  not  to  Inflicl:  corporal  or  painful 
])urii!lnr.cTil.s  upon  ilhife  who  aie  infcc^led  wiih  enthuffafin, 
and  clilur  prcieiul  to  iurpinatlon',  cr  counterfeit  extraordinary 
fanetity.  Knthujiafin  is  engrafted  upon  pride,  .and  will  fk)U- 
rlili  hy  puniliimciu.  We  iia\e  feen  inilances  of  this  in  the 
late  fecret  chancery,  where  fuch  perfovs  ufed  to  conic  rolunta^ 
jii\\  on  particuLir  days,  Tnerely  j  or  the  fake  oj  punijb*

“  i^unilhmcnt  fliould  be  more  for  crimes  to  which  the 
temptation  is  llron'g,  than  for  others f. 


t  Thi<  is  thr  of  teir.ptation  extenuates  •uiif;  we  pnnift*

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<<  \()  ii:nrj  liiouM  be  liable  to  iinprifonment  for  infolvcncy,

]):evc‘iii.  To  impiifon  fuch  a  inani  would  be  to  punifh  niif* 
Ijita.ic,  and  injure  the  flatc. 

“  \Vc  llioiikl,  however,  in  this  cafe,  didinguini  fraud  from 
:;Te:u  indifcreii  )!! ;  great  indifcreiion  from  lels ;  and  every  de¬ 
tree  ol*  iniliic  reiioii  from  ])erfrcl  inncKence. 

if  the  law  makes  many  aciions  criminal,  which  by  nature 
are  iivJilfereut,  the  crimes  which  fuch  ac^tions  fudy  produce, 
will  not  be  prevented  ;  but  many  crimes  will  be  created  which 
ilicy  would  not  produce. 

The  moll  certain,  but,  at  the  fame  time,  the  inoft  diffi- 
ciih  expedient  to  mend  the  morals  oi  a  people,  is  a  perfeefe 
of  education. 

“  To  thefe  principles,  with  many  others  equally  excellent, 
connected  with  them,  or  arifmg  from  them,  feveral  are  added 
v.ith  refpect  to  population.  It  is  recommended  to  the  depu¬ 
ties,  to  contrive  foine  law,  by  which  the  venereal  diieafe  may 
l>e  reihained  and  extirpated ;  an  object,  fure,  of  the  higheft  im- 
})orianec,  as  well  to  individuals  as  the  Rate,  and  W’hich  no« 
thing  can  exclude  from  public  confideraiion,  but  an  unhappy 
mode  of  government,  w  hich,  by  the  implicit  delegation  of  the 
power  lodged  in  the  prince,  to  the  beads  of  different  fadions, 
as,  hy  intrigue  and  cabal  they  prevail  agauiR  each  other,  fets 
over  ilie  nation  thofe  who  have  no  intereff  in  its  health,  who 
arc  ahruibeJ  in  private  views,  and,  with  refpe^t  to  the  public, 
thiiil:  of  thofe  objects  only  with  which  the  continuance  of 
iluir  own  power  is  connecled,  and  who,  when  by  temporary 
expedients  they  have  provided  for  the  immediate  exigencies 
ol  the  Hate,  think  only  how  to  gratify  their  paflions  by  the 
advantages  of  their  fituation. 

Among  othef  axioms  of  great  importance  under  this  head, 
are  the  following.. 

A  country  fo  ovcrwdielmed  with  taxes,  that  the  people, 
"iih  all  their  care  and  induRry,  cannot,  but  with  the  utmoR 
uiiiiculty,  procure  a  bare  fabliRcnce,  will,  in  a  length  of  time, 
he  depopulated. 

‘‘  The  eafe  of  affertion,  and  the  difficulty  of  examination, 
l:ave  induced  many  to  affirm,  that  the  poorer  the  fubje<^ls,  the 
more  numerous  will  he  their  families  ;  and  the  heavier  the 
taxes,  the  more  readily  they  will  find  means  to.  pay  them. 
T  his  fophiftry  has,  and  will  for  ever  bring  deRruiftion  upon 
Rates  in  which  it  is  adopted. 

Machines  which,  by  fliortening  labour,  diminifh  the  number 

v.'oikmcn,  are  greatly  prejudicial  to  the  populoufocfs  a 

country. 
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country,  except  with  refpecTt  lo  coniniodu'ies,  wliich  we  can^ 
not  make  tali  enough  for  exportation  ;  in  inis  cafe,  if*  rive  men 
with  a  machine  i^rodnce  as  niiich  work  as  ten  without  one, 
the  other  live  will  not  be  idle,  but  will  produce  a  like  c|uanti. 
ty  •»\ii*;i  another  machine. 

'riic  lasv  whic  h  c<»niir(atcs  the^effetT^s  of  any  flranger  to  the 
life  of  the  fovereign  in  vvhofe  territories  he  happens  to  die,' 
:nul  the  law  which  appropriates  to  the  fovereign  or  his  Tub-, 
jci^ts  the  cargo  of  a  Hup  wrecked  upon  the  ccjail,  are  alike  ab- 
llnd  and  inhuman. 

“  I'o  f  »rbicl  that  which  nature  dictates,  or  iieceHity  requires, 
is  to  produce  dilhonefty.  \Miai  without  the  prohibition  would 
have  been  done  openly  and  imioceully,  will,  afttr  the  prohi¬ 
bition,  be  done  fccreily  and  kiiaviflily.  *. 

“  rherv  ilate  is  under  an  iiuJii'peinible  obligation  of  affording 
to  ail  its  eiiiicens  a  certain  faj)port  during  life,  and  ihould  not 
leave  thole  vsho  are  unable  to  work  to  the  tafual  bounty  of 
palfeugers  in  the  llreet. 

“  TbeedahrhhmeiU  of  companies  for  handicraft-trades,  isufe- 
ful,  if  the  number  of  workmen  is  not  limited  ;  but,  in  that 
cafe,  thev  are  prejudicial  ;  for  the  very  limitation  prevents 
the  iucre.ifc  of  handicrafi-trades.’^

1*0  have  unined  a  courageous  fpecies,  and  docile  as  the  dog, 

i  na  acqiiiiition  cf  new  power,  and  faculties  that  were  want- 
io:  to  Its.  "f  he  machines  and  iiillruments  we  have  imagined' 
llr  perfef^ting  our  other  fenfes,  and  incrcaling  their  extent, 
tij  nor  come  near,  even  in  point  of  utility,  to  thole  ready- 
made  unohiiies  nature  prefentsus  with,  and  which,  by  fupply-^ 
iiiT  tiie  i«n;>erfe(^tiou  of  our  fmell,  have  fupplied  us  with  great 
?ui\  everiti'lliig  means  of  conquering  ancl  reigning:  and  the

'The  fivage  man  is  no  oiherwife  t.^peit  than  in  fight¬ 
ing  and  hunting.  .All  animals  tliat  love  llelh,  and  have 
llrengih  and  weapons,  hunt  naturally.  he  lion  and  tyger, 
whole  llrengih  is  fo  great  that  they  arc  fnre  of  conqueft,  j 
Inint  alone,  and  vvilhoiit  art.  ^Volvcs,  foxes,  ild  dogs,  af- 
lemble  each  with  their  ki’id,  underlland,  help,  ifiieve  one  ! 
another,  and  divide  the;.*  prey;  and  when  education  has  per¬ 
fected  this  natural  talent  in  the  tame  dog,  when  he  has  been 
taught  to  repreis  hii  ardour,  to  meafure  his  motions,  to  accuf- 
torn  himlVlf  to  a  regular  progrelfion,  and  fi»rt  of  difeipline  ne- 
ceiniry  to  tiiat  art,  be  hunts  wiili  method,  and  always  with 
liiccefs. 

ill  d^f»rt  auJ  ii;;iiihibited  countries  th^'re  arc  wild  dogs, 
which  difer  in  •ii)tiiiiig  from  the  dilpolitiorl  of  wolves,  except 
the  facility  titat  is  found  in  lanfniiT  them:  they  allemble  al(b 
iu  troops  for  hnniing,  and. forcibly  attacking  wild  boars,  wild  ^ 
bulls,  and  even  lions  and  tvgers, 

111  America,  thofe  wild  dogs  are  of  a  rate  formetly  tame: 
they  were  iranfportcd  thither  from  Europe,  and  fome  of  them 
having  been  torgotten  or  abandoned  in  thofe  defarts  :  they  fo 
innliiplied  there,  that  thev  come  in  troops  into  the  inhabited  ' 
countries,  whcic  they  attack  the  cattle  and  infitlt  even  men; 
but  when  approached  in  a  fiothing  way,  they  foon  become 
pliant  and  familiar,  and  remain  faithfully  at tac  hed  to  their 
inadcrs;  \vVtrca>  the  woll',  ll;ough  taken  yo#ng,  and  brought  ^ 
lip  in  a  houie,  is  gentle  only  in  his  liilt  age  ;  f.e  never  lofes  his 
rr  ii.'h  for  prey,  and  looner  or  later  he  delivers  himfelf  over  to 
his  iiuliiiaiian  for  rapine  and  dedruction.

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the  rricn.ls  of  the  family;  the  only  one  that,  when  a  Granger 
anises,  perceives  it;  that  undei (lands  perfet^tly  his  name,  and 
(liitiiv^'ii:hcs  the  voices  of  the  family  ;  the  only  one  that,  when 
has  lolt  his  mailer  aad  cannot  hnd  him,  calls  him  by  his 
uhlaiii'j^  moan*';  t’.ie  only  one  that,  in  a  long  journey  he  has 
tikcn  Imt  once,  remembers  and  finds  out  the  road  ;  the  only 
o  .c,  ill  tine,  whufe  natural  talents  are  evident,  and  difpofiiion 
ul'Aavs  linj)ny. 

And  as  of  all  animals  a  dog  is  mofl  fufceplihle  of  impreffion, 
n  id  i .  more  calily  modilied  by  moral  canfes,  fo  alfo  his  nature 
ol  aH  others  is  molt  fuhjec^l  to  variety  and  alteration,  caufed  by 
I  !i\llcal  hdiucncc.  The  condilution,  faculties,  and  habits  of 
tile  body  vary  proJigioufly  ;  the  form  likewife  is  not  conflanl, 
1,1  the  fame  country  one  dog  is  very  different  from  another, 
;iiid  the  fpccics  is,  as  it  weie,  quite  diffcreiu  from  itfelf  in 
(lidVrent  (liinates.  Hence  the  confufion,  mixture,  and  variety 
off)  many  breeds,  or  races,  which  cannot  be  well  enumerated: 
hence  the  figual  dilference  in  largenefs  of  fize,  figure  of  the 
lv)di ,  leiVL;th  of  the  liiout,  form  of  the  head,  length  and  di- 
rrerion  of  the  ears  and  tail,  colour,  quality,  quantity  of  the 
hiir,  ire.  I’o  that  nothing  fixed  remains,  nothing  common  to 
t'n.fe  animals  but  the  conformity  of  interior  organization,  and 
the  faciihv  they  all  have  of  being  able  to  procreate  together. 
And  as  ihoft  which  diifer  mod  in  all  refpects  the  one  from  the 
oilier  jMndnee,  notwitldl^nding,  individuals  that  perpetuate 
th.cnifches,  by  producing  other  individuals,  it  is  evident  that 
all  d  ):/s,  how  different  foever  and  various  they  may  be,  condU 
late  one  only  and  the  fame  fpccies. 

But,  amidd  this  numerous  variety  of  diiTerent  races,  it  is  dif* 
(icnlt  to  af<  ertain  ihe  charac^ler  of  the  primitive,  original,  and 
niotlicr  race  of  all  the  other  races.  How  fliall  we  be  acquaint- 
(  1  with  the  eftVifts  produced  by  the  influence  of  climate, 
loud,  cre?  How  fliall  we  alfo  diftinguilh  them  from  other  efr 
or  rather  from  the  refults  arifing  from  the  mixture  of 
tiiole  dirferont  races  w  ith  one  another,  in  the  date  of  liberty 
or  domcdiciiy  ?  In  fa'ft,  all  thefe  caufes  alter  wiih  time;  the 
con'lant  forms,  and  the  impreflion  of  nature,  does  not 
retain  all  its  puritv  in  the  objec^ts  man  has  been  diligent  in 
iTiining  and  modeling.  The  animals  which  have  been  indc- 
pendent  enough  to  make  choice  of  for  tbemfelves  their  c  limate 
and  food,  arc  thofe  that  preferve  bed  that  original  impreflion; 
a’ld  it  may  be  believed,  that  in  thofe  fpccies,  the  firfl  and  the 
t)H)d  ancient  of  all,  is  dill  to  this  day  pretty  faithfully  reprcr 
(ented  to  us  hv  its  defeendants ;  but  thofe  which  man  has  fub- 
lected  to  himfelf,  thofe  which  he  has  tranfported  from  cli¬ 
mate  into  climate,  thofe,  whofe  food, •  habits,  and  mamier.  of 
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living  he  has  changed,  inufl  ilkcwife  .have  changed  as  to  fornix 
more  than  all  others;  and  we  jiud,  in  f.n-t,  more  variety  in 
the  Tpeties  of  lame  animals  than  of  the  wiKl.  And  as  amoi^g 
tame  animals  the  dog  is  moll  attached  to  man,  and  is  that 
which,  living  as  man,  lives  alio  the  mofl.  irregularly;  that 
likewife  in  which  fentiment  is  fuliicicnily  predominant  to 
m.ike  it  docile,  obedient,  and  Infccpiiblc  of  every  iinprefiion, 
and  even  of  conitraint ;  it  is  not  allonilhing  that  of  all  aniinah 
the  dog  ihould  be  the  only  one  in  which  are  found  the  greatell 
varieties  as  to  figure,  fize,  colour,  and  oilier  (jualiiics. 

Some  c  ircmnllances  Hill  concur  to  this  alteration.  The  dog 
lives  hut  a  Ihort  time;  produces  often,  ami  in  ju'ctty  great  jj 
number ;  and  as  he  is  \  erpetiially  under  the  eye  of  man, 
whenever  by  a  chance  prtttv'  common  in  nature  there  fhould 
be  fingularitics  or  apparc  lit  varieties  in  fonie  individuals,  en¬ 
deavours  will  be  nfed  to  ])erpctuaie  by  uniting  together  thofe 
fingular  individuals,  as  is  done  to  this  day,  when  one  has  a  !| 
mind  to  procure  new  biceds  of  dogs  and  otlier  animals.  Be- 
fnlcs,  though  all  the  fpecies  be  ecjiially  ancient,  the  number  of 
generations  (ince  the  creation,  bting  much  greater  in  the  fpc- 
cies  whofe  individuals  live  bat  a  lliort  time,  their  varieties,  ai- 
tcrations,  and  even  degeneracy,  mull  likewife  become  more 
fcnfihle  ;  bccaiile  thofe  animals  arc  more  diltant  from  their 
flock  than  thofe  that  live  a  longer  time.  I\Iun  is  now  eight 
times  nearer  Adam  than  the  doj*;  is  to  the  firfl  doc:  ;  becaufe 
man  lives  fourfeore  years,  and  the  d<‘g  hut  ten.  If  therefore, 
hv'  any  caufe  whaifoevcr,  ihcfe  two  fpecies  etpially  tended  to 
degenerate,  this  alteration  would  be  now  eight  limes  more

Franks  were,  as  we  are  told  by  rimy,  the  people  ot 
i  l/jrope  tl'iat  heft  underftood  naval  aftairs.  Their  vcflels, 
wnkh.  M  crc  made  ofieveral  hides  lewed  together,  or  ofoziers  ‘ 
witli  leiihcr,  had  neither  fails  nor  prows)  and  moved 
oilv  l,v  ro  ving.  At  firft  they  failed  to  the  neighbouring  coafts;. 
!.v  (ie«>;rees  they  ventured  on  niore.diftant  voyages,  cruized  a- 
b.i:  me  codls  of  Gaul  and  Sp  .in,  and  penetrated  by  the 
Sir  .iglur.  of  Gibraltar  to  the  Mediterranean  fea.  . 

S:kIi  were  the  ancient  Franks  or  Germans,  fo  often  attack* 
f.l,  L'lncrimcs  beaten,  but  never  intirely  iubdued  by  the  Ro-r 
mils,  jalius  (hvfar,  the  conqueror  of  Gaul,  twice  invaded  their  * 
(o'lp.try,  and  twice  he  repalfeJ  the  Rhine,  not  having  been* 
le  i  )  gain  any  other  advantage  than  laying  wafte  their  tefri-  *. 
tones, and  burning  a  few  villages.  Augultus,  wlio  isfaid  to  have  • 
fibjecreil  the  whole  world  to  his  fway,  could  not  bring  them' 
uricr  his  yoke.  It  is  well  known,  bpw  great  a  conftemation  ' 
mIs  prince  was  in,  when  he  received  intelligence  of  the  ilauglii* 
‘tr  ot  the  legions  commanded  by  Vatus.  Fear  made  him  fbr- 
what  he  owed  his  dignity:  he  thought  all  loft  even  in* 
which  he  imagined  was  become  a  prey  to  the  fury  of 
t'li  Invincible  people.  Tiberius,  who,  when  only  a  private  man, 
>><<a  iijiight  them  with  more  reputation  to  liimlelf  than  ad** 
'aiuage  to  the  empire,  forbid  his  generals  to  attack  them* 
'"li?:!  he  was  raifed  to  the  throne,  being  fatisfied  with  keep-* 
‘‘»S  <bc*in  conHiied  in  their  forefts,  and  putting  it  out  of  their  .’ 
P ' .  cr  to  make  inroads  into  Gaul.  Caligula,  intoxicated  with  v 
fooliih  hope  of  rivaling  the  vi<ftories  of  his  father  Germa*  • 
’ 'ms,  raifed  a  ]>owerful  army  agalnft  this  warlike  people :  a 
i 'c(ipitate  flight,  fhame  at  not  having  had  the  courrge  to  at-  . 

any  thing  ;  in  fine,  the  contempt  of  a  people  vvhofe  • 
<lfarcft  idols  were  bravery  and  honour,  were  the  only  friuts  of* 
Uiofe  extraordinary  preparations.  Claiidius, and  roeft  of  his* 
1  uteftbrs,  thought  of  nothing  mooe  than  preventing  them 
palling  the  Rhine,  and  confined  their  policy  to  leaving- 
'•If in  to  deftroy  and  confume  each  other  by  theu*  domcftic  dlU 
kniions.  Marcus  Aurelius,  who  had  the  courage  to  purlue. 
dicin  to  their  marfties,  loft  thirty-three  thoufand  men  in  the 
battle  wdiicb  he  gave  them;  and  if  he  conquered  them’ 
the  defiles  of  Carnuntum,  he  acknowledged  himfclf  that 
kp  owed  his  vi(ftory  to  a  moft  fignal  jfrodigy.  This  miracu,-. 
k'U'»  advantage  filled  them  with  aftoniflunent,  but  -  did  not 

daunt^ 
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daunt,  tdf  intiinulate  them.  Suon  after  they  crolTed  the 
Rhine,  and  made  an  incarhon  into  Gaul.  Alexander  Sevcms, 
who  wa^;  then  i  inperor,  approached  upon  the  lirlt  notice  he 
received  of  this  irruptiiMi ;  he  was  a  brave  prince;  but  he 
tiiofe  lather  to  lavidi  his  rreafurcs  in  order  to  purchafe  a 
peace,  than  to  rilk  a  butle  which  might  prove  deltructive  to 
the  date.  jVlaxiiniiuis,  wiio  fiicceeded  Sevei  iis,  for  a  time  de¬ 
livered  Gaul  from  the  dread  of  this  turbulent  jieople.  They 
do  not  appear  to  have  undertaken  any  enterprile  of  coiife* 
cjuence,  till  the  reign  of  the  uiifoi  tunate  Valerian. 

It  is  true,  we  read  in  the  chronicle  of  Alexandria,  that  the 
two  Detiiis\s,  father  and  fou,  were  killed  in  an  expedition  a- 
galnfl  the  Franks;  hut  inoft  hiltorians  aflieit,  that  thefe  two 
princes  peri  (lied  beyond  the  Danube,  in  an  expedition  agaiuft 
the  Coths.  it  was  not  till  the  time  of  the  emperor  Valerian, 
that  the  Atfiarii,  the  Brucleri,  the  Chamavi,  the  Salii,  the 
Catti,  the  Anllvani,  the  Cauci,  the  Sicambri,  and  the  Frifii, 
Jill  German  nations,  began  to  <;row  formidable  under  the  name 
of  Franks,  llidory  ini’orins  us,  that  they  over-ran  Germany; 
that  Aurelian,  who  was  afterwards  emperor,  furprifed  one  of 
their  detachments,  killed  feven  hundred  of  them,  and  took 
three  liundied  priloncrs.  'Fhe  rejoicings,  the  poems,  and'the 
fongs  tliat  were  made  upon  this  octalion,  fhew  how  greatly 
thele  people  were  dreaded  by  the  Homans,  becaufc  they  boaft- 
cd  fo  much  of  lo  inconliderahle  an  advantage. 

Some  lime  after,  and  daring  the  reign  of  the  fame  emperor, 
they  attempted  to  make  a  new  iiu  urfion  into  Gaul.  Galienus, 
who  had  men  ordy  the  title  of  Cafar,  rcjiulfed  them-  when 
they  eroded  the  Rhine,  and  difpelied  the  fears  of  the  terrilied 
Belga.  Rut  when  he  afeended  the  ibrone,  he  took  fo  little 
care  to  maiiitaiu  the  dignity  of  the  empire,  that  as  many  ty¬ 
rants  rofe  as  there  was  Roman  provinces.  The  Franks  availed 
ihemfclvcs  of  this  general  coiifulion,  ifized  all  the  (hips,  they 
coiilil  lay  hands  embarked  upon  the  ocean,  and*  pene¬ 

trated  fomc  of  them  to  Spain,  which  they  laid  wafte  during 
twelve  years;  ihe  red  pailed  to  Africa,  which  they  deftioyed 
with  (irc  and  fword.  Rclug  at  lad  tired  of  pillaging,  they  re¬ 
turned  to  ilicir  own  country,  loaded  with  a  rich  booty, of  which 
no  perfo.i  attempted  to  deprive  them. 

'I'he  Dng  interregnum  which  followed  the  death  of  Aurc- 
lian,  revived  their  eagernefs  for  jdunuer:  they  eroded  the 
Rhine,  f  ollowed  by  ievei  al  other  nations  of  Germany,  invaded 
(»anl,  anti  lurpriled  fVventy  cities.  Probus  marched  againft 
them,  at  the  head  of  a  power fnl  army,  beat  tliem  in  fevcral 
engagements,  deprived  them  of  all  their  conquells,  and  pur- 
tacu  ihcni  iii  their  mailhes.  Tne  Franks  whom  he  took  pri- 

'  ’  fouers

faners  in  this  glorious  expedition,  were  removed  by  bis  orders 
to  the  kingdom  of  Poiitus.  He  apprehended,  that  when  they 
were  out  of  their  own  country  they  would  ceafe  to  make  dif. 
turbances,  and  infeft  the  empire  by  their  hoftilities;  but  here¬ 
in  he  was  niitlaken.  Thefe  valiant  youths,  feeing  him  em¬ 
ployed  in  carrying  on  other  wars,  feized  certain  barks,  fcouted 
the  feas,  and  carried  defolation  to  all  the  coaflsof  Afia  minor, 
'riirare,  Macedonia,  Greece,  Africa  and  Sicily,  the  capital  of 
which  lalt  illnnd  they  ftormed  and  pillaged. 

'J'liefe  piracies  provoked  tiie  emperors  to  fuch  a  degree,  that 
they  fwore  the  dedruvfliori  of  this  refractory  nation.  But  all 
eiibrts  were  ineffectual.  This  brave  people,  fays  Tacitus, 
though  often  repul  fed,  were  never  totally  defeated,  and,  not- 
ultiillanding  our  vain  triumphs,  never  fubmitted  to  the  yoke 
of  Rome.  Coiiftantius  purfued  them  to  their  moft  inacceflible 
icireats,  look  a  great  many  prifopers,  made  them  (ettle  in  the 
country  of  Amiens,  Beauvais,  Langres  and  Troyes,  and  obliged 
them  to  culiivate  the  very  lands  they  had  ravaged.  ConRan- 
tliie  carried  on  a  cruel  and  bloody  war  with  them,  laid  wafle 
tlieir  country,  burned  their  villages,  took  two  of  their  kings 
prifoners,  whom  he  expofed  to  wild  beads  in  the  amphitheatre 
of  Triers.  I'hc  orators  of  that  age  thinking  to  exlsl  their 
prince,  and  heighten  the  luftre  of  his  glory,  have  only  made 
his  exceifive  cruelty  more  confpicuous.  **  The  people  of  other 
((MiMiiies,  fay  they,  fear  the  attacks  of  the  wild  beads  to  which 
they  arc  expofed  :  the  Franks  on  the  other  hand,  meet  them, 
provoke  them,  and  fhew  thereby  that  they  can  die,  but  can¬ 
not  be  fubclued.^^ 

('oiiilaiis,  in  a  perfuafion  that  his  arms  were  infufficient  to 
check  the  progrt'fs  of  an  enem),  whom  the  numerous  forces  of 
Ids  lather  had  not  been  able  to  fubdue,  courted  their  friend- 
lliip,  and  was  highly  praifed  for  having  employed  the  treafures 
ol  the  empire  in  purchafing  their  alliance. 

Ever  after  this  treaty,  which  was  fo  glorious  to  the  Franks, 
they  were  fccn  to  occupy  the  fird  dignities  at  court,  and  in 
the  armies  of  the  emperors.

7^*  EING  much  prefTed  fomc  nights  ago  by  a  friend  of  mine, 
I  V  M  ho  loves  dearly  to  make  himfclf  merry  with  the  follies 
inaiikind,  to  go  with  him  to  a  /pouting  focicty,  which,  iho' 
liot  ill  a  very  elegant  quarter  of  the  town,  would,*  he  aflured 
affoi'd  a  great  deal  of  divcrlion,  1  accompanied  him  to  a 
ii'akhy  puMic-houfe  in  Whitechapel,  on  the  fecond  floor,  in 
^vhici),  in  a  back.ioum,  we  found  a  group  of  plebeians  of  both 
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fcxcs  inofl  ruliculoudy  mirj>eniling  their  time  by  negletfling 
their  refpeedve  vocations. 

On  my  entrance  into  the  room,  my  attentiou  was  immedi* 
ately  arrefted  by  two  figures,  a  male  and  a  female,  the  one 
(landing,  the  other  upon  her  kiijres,  who  were  facrifyiing  the 
very  pathetic  dagger-feene  in  the  fourth  act  of  Venice  Pre- 
ferved.  JafHer  was  a  lay  lor,  and  Belvidcra  a  fervant  bekmg 
ing  to  the  lK>nre;  the  former  flood  in  an  aiikward  attitude  pc 
culiar  to  men  of  ins  profc-iion,  vviih  a  pair  of  Iheers  in  his  up 
lifted  hand ;  and  the  latter  loi>ked  up  to  him  with  the 
:nofl  rueful  cjuntenance  I  ever  l)eheKl,  with  a  coarfe  coloured 
handkerchief  fret|aentl\  applied  to  lur  eyes  to  heighten  her. 
dillrefs.  Neither  her  perfon  nor  her  drapery  tended  to  excite 
envy  in  woman  or  defirc  in  man  ;  for  flic  vi^aj  very  ugly  and 
very  dirty;  not  however  unornamented:

.There  were  many  other  laughable  characlcrs  in  the  room 
but  I  could  not  help  being  particularly  diverted  by  the  be 
havioiir  of  a  fat  female,  while  the  above-mentioned  fccne  in 
Venice  Preferved  was  exhibited  before  her.  She  was  of  the 
Falilifiiiii  fize,  and  from  her  whole  appearance  could  be  no 
other  being  than  that  fahtcrraiiean  one  vulgarly  called  a  coock 
maid — 'The  Ixg  :  ound  drops  rolled  rapidly  down  her  greafy 
face;  and  th.e  fccnc  was  /o  moving  that  it  melted  \\eY  foul. 

Yet,  why  fhoulJ  you  be  fo  fcvcrc  upon  a  pack  of  jjoor  devils 
only  for  mitlakang  their  talents  !  are  not  half  the  men  and  w,o 
n’cn  in  the  world,  i.i  all  llatijns  oflifc,  by  o  mifapplication  of 
ihrh*  powers,  acting  with  equal  ahfurdity  ’  True — foihe  people, 
however,  have  piirticnlar  ])rivilcgrs,  and  may  play  the  fool 
without  faliing  uiulcr  the  lalh  of  falire,  Ivccaiife  their  follies 
arc  uat  detrimental  to  the  community.  Idle  people  of  inde 
]K'r. dent  fortunes,  wlren,  in  order  to  kill  time^  they  take  into 
Leads  v^fn:iriLr  pijySy  do  hut  cxpc,fe  themfelvcs;  but 
wLc;:  the  /Lrsr  thectricus  feizes  the  iuicrior  ciaffes  of  the 
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tndin<^  and  mechanic  parts  of  the  nation^  ruin  is  the  ine^l 
uble  conrequence.  ^

Extra^  from  Bancroft's  letters  on  the  natural  lAJlory  of  Gulant 

and  South- America. 

rpHt:  author,  in  his  account  of  the  fi(h  to  be  met  with  near . 

1  the  coad,  and  in  the  rivers  of  Guiana,  takes  particuiar 
noiice  of  a  very  remarkable  fpecies  of  fifh,  which  he  calls  thtt 
Torporific  Eel,  and  deferibes  it  as  follows:  ^ 

“  I'll  IS  fiih  is  a  native  of  frefli  water,  and  is  moft  com¬ 
monly  found  in  the  river  tflequebo,  being  ufually  about  three 
fret  in  length,  and  twelve  inches  in  circumference  near  the 
middle,  it  is  covered  with  a  fmooth  fkin,  of  a  blueilh  lead 
colour,  very  much  like  that  of  Hieet-lead  which  has  been  long 
c\])cf(  d  to  the  weather,  being  intirtly  deftitiite  ol  fcales.  The 
licad  is  equal  in  fize  to  the  largefl  part  of  his  body,  but  fome- 
what  ll.it  on  the  upper  and  lower  tides,  and  its  upper  furface 
is  perforated  with  (everal  holes,  like  thole  of  a  lamprey  eel. 
The  upper  and  lower  jaws  extend  an  equal  didance,  terminat¬ 
ing  in  a  feinicircular  fhape,  and  forming  a  wide  mouth,  with¬ 
out  teeth.  On  the  hack  part  of  the  head  are  tw'o  fmall  fins, 
one  Oil  each  Tide,  which,  like  the  ears  of  an  horle,  are  either 
elevated  or  deprelTed,  as  the  fifli  ispleafed  or  difplealed.  From 
alxmt  eight  inches  below  the  head  the  body  gradually  dimi- 
niihes  in  lize  to  the  tail,  which  ends  in  a  point,  without  a  fin. 
Under  the  belly  is  a  flelhy  fin,  about  half  an  inch  in  tbickhels^ 
and  near  three  inches  wide,  extending  from  the  head  to  the* 
point  of  the  tail,  but  diniinidiing  in  width,  as  the  body  dimi- 
niihes  in  fize:  this,  with  the  two  fins  on  the  head,  are  all  that 
arc  found  on  tlie  body  of  this  eel,  which  would*  be  •  nearly 
round  if  deprived  of  the  belly  fin.  This  filh  frequently*  re- 
fpires,  and  elevates  bis  head  above  the  furface  of  the  water 
every  four  or  five  minutes  for  that  purpofe.  But -the  mod 
curious  property  of  the  Torporific  Eel  is,  that  when  it  is  touch¬ 
ed  cither  by  the  naked  hand,  or  by  a  rod  of  iron,  gold,  filver, 
copper.  See.  held  iu’-the  hand,  or  by  a  Hick  of  fome  particular 
kinds  of  heavy  American  wood,  it  communicates  a  (hock  per-* 
lectly  refembling  that  of  eleiStricky,*  which* ts  commonly  fb 
violent,  that  but  few  are  willing  to  fuffer  it  a 'fecond  time.  *  ' 
‘‘Some  years  fince  the  celebrated  M.  de  Reaumur*  cbm- 
municated  to  the  Royal  Academy  of  Sciences  at  Paris  a  paper, 
in  which  he  undertook  to  demonilrate^  ilKtt  the  fhock  of  the 
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Torpedo  was  the  cfFc(f^  of  a  ftroke  given  with  great  quicknefi 
to  the  limb  that  .touched  it,  by  niufclcsof  a  peculiar  limt^tuiCL. 

To  this  hypothefis  all  Europe  have  yielded  an  implicit  afleiu; 
and  M.  de  Reaumur  has  hitherto  enjoyed  the  honour  of  hav*’ 
ing  developed  the  latent  caufe  of  this  myllerious  effecfl.  But 
if  we  may  be  allowed  to  fupj>ofe,  what  is  undoubtedly  true, 
that  the  Ihock  of  the  Torpedo,  and  that  of  the  Tur|>orific  Eel, 
are  both  communicated  in  a  (imilar  manner,  and  by  iimilar 
means,  it  will  be  no  ways  di/Hcult  to  deinoullrate,  that  the 
whole  of  M.  de  Reoumur's  pretended  difeovery  is  a  perfect 
non-entity. 

iiainanity  is  ever  expofed  to  deception,  and  the  charms  of 
novelty  may  perhaps  have  precipitated  M.  de  Reaumur  into 
an  error.  But  to  deinbnftrate,  beyond  the  pollibility  of  mif. 
take,  that  the  ihock  of  the  Torporific  Eel  is  not  the  immediate 
effect  of  mufcular  motioHy  I  need  only  delire  you  to  conlidcr 
the  following  particulars,  viz, 

**  j.  'I'he  Torporiiic  Eel,  caught  by  a  hook>  violently  Ihocks  g 
the  perfoii  holding  the  line. 

2.  The  fame  Eel,  touched  with  an  iron  rod,  held  in  the 
.hand  of  a  peif»u,  whole  other  hand  is  joined  to  that  of  another^ 

&c.  communicates  a  violent  Ihock  to  ten  or  a  dozen  perlcns 
thus  joining  hands,  in  a  manner  exactly  Iimilar  to  that  of  an 
electric  machine. 

3.  A  perfon  holding  his  finger  in  the  water,  at  the  difiance  ^ 
of  eight  or  ten  feet  from  the  lilli,  receives  a  violent  Ihock,  at 
the  inllant  the  filh  is  touched  by  another  peiToii. 

4.  This  Eel,  when  enraged,  upon  elevating  its  head  juft 
above  the  fniface  of  the  water,  if  the  hand  of  a  perfon  is  with¬ 
in  five  or  lix  inches  therefrom,  fiequently^oominunicates  an 
unex|>eCfed  Ihock,  without  being  touched. 

5.  No  fiiock  is  perceived  by  hblding  the  hand  in  the  wa- 
.ter,  near  the  filh,  when  it  is  neither  difpleafcd  nor  touched. 

‘‘  6.  This  Eel  is  eaten  by  the  Indians  when  dead  ;  apd/? 

7.  The  (liock  is  more  violent  when  the  lifli  is  highly  cn- 
.rnged.  . 

**  From  thefe  particulars  it  is  apparent,  that  the  fhock  is 
.produced  by  an  erailfion  of  Torporific,  or  Electric  particles. 

“  That  their  emifiion  is  voluntary,  depending  on. the  will 
of  the  animal,  who  emits  them  for  his  defence,  either  when 
touched  or  enraged. 

‘‘  That  the  exifience  of  thefe  panicles  depends  on  that  of 
the  Eel,  and  terminates  with  its  life.  And, 

That  they,  arc  equally  emitted  from  every  part  of  the 
^boJy. 

From 
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ft  From  whence,  it  is  felf-evident,  that  either  the  media- 
nifiii  and  properties  of  the  Torpedo,  and  thofe  of  the  Torporific 
eih  a:e  widely  dilFerent,  or  that  M.  de  Reaumur  has  amuled 
ihc  world  with  an  imaginary  hypothelis :  and,  from  my  own 
o'lfrrv  itioiis,  as  well  as  the  informativin  which  I  have  been  able 
t.)  obt.iin  on  this  fubjccl,  1  am  difpofed  to  embrace  the  latter 
iiitcreiice. 

iMr  Vander  Lott  calls  this  fi(h  a  Conger  eel,  though  ic 
has  lefs  aifinity  to  that  than  any  other  fpecics  of  eels.  The 
p.i -licles  of  the  Torporific  eel  probably  produce  fimilar  efTecls 
to  liiofe  of  electricity,  to  which  they  have  a  near  affinity,  not 
o.ily  in  the  fenfatioiis  which  they  communicate,  but  in  the  me- 
diiiin  through  which  they  are  conveyed  ;  for  which  reafbn  I 
luve  known  the  eel  frequently  touched  by  paralytic  patients^ 
tliough  I  cannot  fay  with  .much  apparent  advantage. 

Thcle  liih  are  caught  when  young,  and  preferved  in  large 
troughs,  made  fir  that  piirpofe,  and  filled  with  water.  'I  heir 
ui-ial  food  is  fmall  fifh;.  and,  when  thefe  cannot  be  had,  they 
are  fed  on  earth-worms.  Bat  the  Blatta,  or  Cockroach,  is  the 
in  ){t  agreeable  of  all  food  to  the  fifh :  when  one  of  thefe  is 
thrown  into  the  trough,  the  fifli  opens  its  mouth,  and  fucks  it 
in  with  great  avidity  and  apparent  pleafure,  fucking  being  the 
ufiial  method  bv  which  it  takes  its  food.  From  its  ikin  iS  ex¬ 
creted  a  fiiiny  fiihrtancc,  which  renders  it  iieceflary  to  change 
the  water  daily,  or  at  Icaft  every  other  day;  for  this  purpofe 
a  cock  is  placed  in  the  boltoin  of  the  trough,  whence  the  wa¬ 
ter  is  drawn  off,  and  tlie  trough  fcowered.  On  thefe  occafions 
the  full  is  frequently  fuffered  to  lie  moiionlcfs,  without  water, 
for  feveral  hours;  but  if  he  is  touched  in  this  condition,  the 
/hock  conimuiik^tcd  is  not  lefs  violent  than  ufual.’^ 

Anecdotes  of  the  great  Lord  Halifax  and  Mr  Addiion. 

Mr  Addlfon  had  the  honour  to  accompany  lord  Halifax 
when  he  fet  out  for  Greenwich  to  wait  upon  king 
George  1.  Before  he  went  he  took  him  into  his  library,  and, 
'vith  an  air  that  fpoke  the  infinite  fatisfaction  of  his  mind,  cx- 
prclfed  himfelf  in  ; thefe  words:  ‘‘  Well,  Sir,  we  have  at 
length  gained  a  complete  victory;  the  Hanover  fuccellim 
takes  place,  the  king  is  landed,  and  we  fliall  foon  have  the 
pleafure  to  kifs  his  hand  :  you  are  fo  much  niy  friend,  that  I 
inufl  tell  you.  plainly  I  expC(5l  to  have  the  white  (laflT ;  and  I 
have  been  long  confidering,  and  am  come  to  a  refelution  how 
to  behave:  I  came  into  the  world  with  little  or  no  fortune; 
^very  man  will  try  to  make  his  private  circumftances  eafy,  I 
thank  God  I  have  made  mine  fo  :  1  have  got  more  money  than 
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it  is,  perhaps,  proper  every  body  flioiild  know,  and  I  am  come 
to  a  full  refolation  to  fet  up  my  reft,  as  to  that  point,  where  I 
am  :  I  have  been,  in  my  time,  in  a  good  deal  of  hot  water, 
and  as  deeply  engaged  in  parties  as  mod  men,  'I'o  fay  the 
truth,  I  have  done  a  good  many  things  in  the  fpirii  of  party, 
which,  when  I  refle'fl  on  ferioully,  I  am  heartily  afhainod  of: 

I  rcfolve,  by  the  help  of  God,  to  make  king  Gcorj>'e  not  tlte 
head  of  a  parly,  but  the  king  of  a  glorious  nation.  To  be  fare, 
a  great  many  people  miifl  be  removed  from  their  polls:  the 
''rorics  theinfclvcs  can’t  expect  it  fliould  be  oiherwife;  and  it 
•woulJ  be  the  highcll  ingraiitude  not  to  reward  feveral  gentle¬ 
men,  who  have  lK)rne  the  heat  of  the  day,  and  run  all  hazards 
for  the  fake  of  the  houfe  of  Hanover:  yet,  at  the  fatne  time, 
if  his  inajclly  will  take  my  advice,  there  lliall  l>e  no  cruellies, 
no  barbaiitics,  committed:  every  worthlefs  fellow  that  has 
called  himfelf  a  JVhig,  got  drunk,  and  bawled  at  an  ele<^Uon, 
Ih  ill  not  difplacc  a  man  of  ten  times  his  own  merit,  only  l>e- 
canfe  he  is  a  reputed  Tory*  I  think  I  know  that  party  ;  foiiic 
of  ilicm  did  mean  to  elevate  the  pretender;  but  yet  there  arc 
oibcrs  amon^  ibem,  that  are  as  worthy  men  as  ever  lived.  It , 
/f  time  the  nation  llioiild  be  united  :  we  ihall  then,  indeed,  be 
a  foi  mid  able  people.  I  hope  ibis  glorious  work  has  been  re- 
lerved  by  providence  for  the  reign  of  his  prefent  inajefty.  I 
liavc  told  you  already,  that  1  do  not  propofe  to  lay  up  a  far¬ 
thing  out  of  the  pic  lent  profits  of  my  jiolt:  I  clcfign  to  live  in 
*fich  a  manner,  as  I  hojie  fliall  be  no  dilhonoiir  to  luy  niaflcr; 
and  will,  if  pofnble,  ])ut  an  end  to  the  fcandalous  practice  of 
buying  places,  T  am  firmly  rcfolvcd  to  recommend  no. man  for 
a  poA  in  the  government,  but  fiich  a  one  as  I  have  reafen  to 
believe  a  man  of  merit,  and  wlio  w’ill  be  accredit  to  bis  coun¬ 


try  and  his  l.ing.  As  for  you,  Addifon,  as  foon  as  1  have  got 
th?  flnff  insfclf,  I  intend  to  recommend  you  to  his  inajcfty  for 
cMic  of  his  feci  ctarics  of  Hate.” 

Mr  Addifon  told  his  lordlhip,  that  he.  clid  not  aim  at  fb  high  . 
.1  aiul  dcfiicd  him  to  rciiiember  he  was  not  a  fpeakcr  in 

the  honfi I  of  commons.  Lord  Halifax  briflvly  replied,  Come, 
prithee  Addifon,  no  unfcaiijnablo  inodcfly;  I  made  thee  fecre- 
t.iry  to  the  regency  with  this  very  view:  thou  had  now  the 
bed  right  of  any  man  in  England  to  be  fecretary  of  date;  nay, 
it  will  be  a  fort  of  difplacing  thee  not  to  make  ihce  fb.  If 
ihou'coiildd  but  get  over  that  filly  flieejnllmefs  of  thine,  that 
makes  thee  fit  in  the  hoiife  and  hear  a  fellow  prate  for  balf  an 
hour’togeilier,  who  has  not  a  tenth  part  of  thy  good  fenfe,  I 
fhonld  be  glad  to  fee  it ;  but  fjnee  I  believe  lliat  is  impoflible, 
we  mud  contiive  as  well  as  we  can.  Tby  pen  has  already 
been  an  hoiwnir  to  thy  country,  and,  I  dare  fay,  will  be  a  cre¬ 
dit  to  thy  king.”  With 
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edtni^uroh  a  mu  s  e  m  e  n  t. 

Willi  thcfe  leiulments  lord  Halifax  waited  upon  George  I. 
at  (Jrecilwicli,  vvlieii  he  foon  found  that  he  had  been  a  little 
I ))  fi.iP  line,  li  is  no  great  fecret,  that  during  the  ftiort  ftay 
hi;  iicilv  ma<le  at  the  Hague,  he  received  other  impreflions 
t'lr.i  tlia'.e  he  had  when  he  left  Hanover.  He  was  told  by 
Ij.r.o  people,  that,  if  he  made  a  lord-treafureVy  he  vjould  make 
ii  yn'iitcrnnn  than  hhnfelf.  Meafures  were  taken  very  ditfe- 
reni  lV->m  thofe  wliich  lord  Halifax  thought  would  have  been 
for  the  fervi^c  of  his  king  and  country.  He  had  never 
rh  it  credit  with  Ids  royal  mafter,  which  his  ferviccs  had  made 
h\::\  conceive,  at  lead,  that  he  really'  merited  ;  and  all  his , 
fiic.uls  l;;icsv  that  he  determined  to  refign  his  poll  in  the  trea- 
lury  a  little  before  his  death. 

A  jh^^uLir  Manner  of  Ztag^^Kunling  on  the  Lake  of  Kilamey

is  a  fpecics  of  diverfion  which  is  enjoyed  in  the  . 
1  lilglieU:  perfcwdion  pollible  in  Ireland.  Nothing  to  a  true  . 
l'|)oi  ifm  in  can  equal  the  fpirit  and  elevating  joy  of  a  (lag-hunt 
Oil  the  Jake  of  Kilarney.  This  may  appear  an  Iriftiifin,  but  in  . 
triitli  it  is  plain  good  Eiiglifb;  for  it  is  politively  a  hunt  upon, 
the  water;  the  gentlemen  who  attend  are,  generally  in  .boats 
on  the  lake  during  the  diverlion. 

Tiie  flag  is  roufed  from  the  woods  that  fldrt  the  lake,  and. 
iieraily  from  thofe  that  grewiv  along  the  ftraight  between  the  . 
1  s,  in  which  there  are  many  of  them  that  run  wild  by  i?a-  • 
tore,  like  deers  in  an  Ainerkan  forell,  and  are  properly  enough 
(  died  wild  (lags.  They  are  .often  fe^  feeding  aipong  the  . 
Hoods  oil  the  declfviLies  of  the  mountains,  that  Hope  on  this  • 
I'-i  jicmine  valley.  Horfes  iirc  here  made  .no  u(c  of,  for  tHcy . 
Haul  cl  he  of  no  fervice.  '  The  bottoms  and  fidcs  of  the  moun-  * 
tains  are  almoll  univerfally  covered  with  woods,  and  the  de-  * 
(livitics  arc  fo  long  anAHeep  that  no  horfe  could  cither  make  . 
Iji^way  in  the  bottom,  or  dimb  thcfe  ixppradicable  hillsy  And^ 
the  llag  will  very  rarely  attempt  to  afeend  the  mountains, 
h  is  almoil  impracticable  to  follow  the  hunt  by  land,  either  on 
I'>o:  or  on  horfeback;  the  chace  is  along  the  valley  in  the 
Hoods,  and  over  the  few  fmall,  and  from  .their  fcftnefs,  .for 
tdc  inoft  part,  impaflable  lawns  that  verge  upon  the  lake, 
flic  only  place  therefore  for  the  fpeclator  to  enjoy  the  diver- 
k-^n,  without  infupportablc  fatigue,  is  on  the  lake,  where  the 
('rv  of  the  liounds,  the  harmony  of  the  horns,  relbunding  from 
d'.e  hills  on  every  fide,  the  univerfal  (bouts  of  joy  a^otig  the 
yaileyv,  and  from  tlie  (ides,  of  the  mountains,  which  are  often,, 
fned  V. ith  foot  people, \vho  get  out  in  vaft  numbers,,  and  go 

through 
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thro’i^li  infinite  laHnrir  to  partake  and  affill  at  the  diverfioni 
rc-cc(hoini;  from  hill  to  hill,  from  rock  to  rock,  gives  the 
lilghcd  joy  and  faiisfacVion  that  imagination  fhoiild  conceive 
can  arifc  from  the  chace,  and,  perhaps,  can  no  where  be  en¬ 
joyed  with  that  fpirit  and  fublime  elevation  of  foul  that  a 
thorough-bred  fporrfnian  feels  at  a  Itag  hunt  on  the  lake  of 
Kilarney.  There  is,  however,  one  imminent  danger  that  a- 
wails  him,  which  is,  he  may  forget  where  he  is,  and  jump 
out  of  the  beat. 

When  holly  pnrfiied,  and  wearied  with  the  conflant  diffi. 
cnliy  of  making  way  with  his  lofty  ramified  antlets  through 
the  woods,  that  evt^ry  way  oppofe  his  flight,  the  terrifying  cry 
of  h:s  open  mouth’d  purfuers  that  ihiHi  for  his  blood,  at  hii 
heels,  and  almofl  within  light,  no  wonder,  if  in  the  few  criti¬ 
cal  moments  he  now  has  to  confult  for  his  fafety,  that  he 
flioiild  look  towards  the  lake  as  his  only  alylum,  or,  if  clefperate 
the  thoive,  that  he  fliould  prcler  drowning  to  being  torn  in 
pieces  l>y  his  mertilefs  purfuers — Once  more  he  looks  up- 
wards — hiit  the  hills  are  unfuriiiouniable,— and  the  woods,  but 
lately  his  favourite  friends,  now  refufe  him  fljelter,  and  as  if 
in  league  with  hi^  iuveterate  enemies,  every  way  oppole  his 
pad  age.  A  moment  longer  he'llo|>‘ — looks  back — fees  his  de- 
llnnJ'tion  inevitable ;  the  blood-hounds  arc  at  his  heels,  their 
roaring  attacks  his  ears  with  redouMed  fiiiy  at  the  fight  of 
their  deflined  victim.  I’he  choice  mult  be  immediately 
made — w’ith  tears  of  defperation  he  plunges  into  the  lake. 
But  alas!  his  fate  is  fixed — his  thread  is  cut  afunder — he  ef- 
capes  blit  for  a  few  minutes  from  one  niercilefs  enemy  to  fall 
into  the  hands  of  another  equally  uncompaflionate  and  rclent- 
lefs.  His  antlets  are  his  ruin — the  Ihonting  boatmen  furround 
the  unhappy  fvvimmer  in  his  way  to  the  nearefl  ifland— -they 
halter  him — drag  him  into  their  boat,  and  to  the  land  with 
him  in  tiitimph.  He  dies-«an  undeferved  death.  His  fpirit 
flies  into  ihe  devil’s  punch  lx>wl,  (a  very  deep  part  of  the 
lake),  his  hc!h  goes  into  a  pafly,  and  thus  ends  our  flag-hunt.
